GERMAN DEATH RATE 
INCREASES RAPIDLY 
WITH FOOD SHORTAGE 


Continued From Preceding Page. 


science inclined to attribute both 
connected phenomena to the lack 
of fats in the diet of the masses of 
termany’s potential mothers. 

The increasing ‘delusion of preg- 
nancy” and the falling birth rate are 
both characterized by interested spe- 
cialists as alarming. I have been 
able to obtain the following authen- 
tic figures that enable one to trace 
approximately the sharply falling 
birth-rate curve. 

The decrease in the number of 
living born children in Germany in 
January, 1915, was only 1 per cent, 
as compared with January, 1914. In 
April, 1915, the birth rate had fallen 
6 per cent, as against April, 1914. 
January, 1916, however, shows a sen- 
sational dec!’ne of 34.7 per cent over 
January, 1915, the rapidity of the fall 
being further indicated by the fact 
that in April, 1916, the decrease was 
38 per cent, as compared with April, 
1915. 

The decline cf the birth rate looks 
even more startling when one com- 
pares 1917 with the peace half of 
1914. The number of live born was 
42.6 per cent less in January, 1917, 
than in January, 1914, and the 
birth rate dropped 44.8 per cent in| 
April, 1917, as against April, 1914. 
These falling birth rate percentages 


; 


are based on the infant mortality 
statistics of towns and cities of| 
15.000 and more inhabitants, and do 
not take into consideration the small 
towns and the open country, where 
more favorable health conditions 
prevail and where in consequence 
the birth rate drop may be a few 
per cent less. 
Babies Well Provided for. 


The effect of scant food ratitons 
on infants is a great questtion in| 
Germany today. Complaints that | 
the present legal rations, including | 
additions allowed by law, are inad- | 
equate, are loud and frequent from | 
expectant mothers and _ nursing; 
mothers of the working classes, bur | 
the best concensus of opinion is that | 
these complaints are absolutely_un- 
founded. ‘The food regulations pro- 
| vide nursing mothers certain addi- 
‘tional food allowances calculated 
land fixed by scientists and guaran- 
teed by these authorities to be en- 
tirely adequate to enable mothers to 
nurse their infants.

Once born, Gérman | 
war babies get a fair start in life, | 
thanks to the paternal care of the! 
state. Of Germans of all ages, the 
nursing infant class is said to be the 
best off; nor does the new-born war 
babe show any diminution of vital- 
ity as compared with the peace time 
new-born. The _ following figures 
trace the slightly descending infant 
mortality curve during the war. As 
typical, may be taken the month of 
April.

The Scramble for Food. 

There is no such thing as a democ-

several thousand red-tape food regu- 
lations, still has a kick left in it, and 
money still talks its old persuasive 
rhetoric in Germany. There are, ac- 
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cordingly, no heroics about the rich

The conclusion seems inevitable that the more 
Germany spreads by force of arms to the east the 
weaker she becomes for defense against her 
formidable enemies in the west. While Russian 
surrender weakened the allied forces, Russian an- 
nexation for the time weakens Germany against 
them and strengthens their morale and will to 
victory. 

Let Germany spread in the east. She can real- 
ize none of her large expectations there until she 
defeats the Allies on the west, who are stronger 
than ever and are gaining strength continually 
by the organizing of American resources. The 
military activities of Germany in Russia are the 
opportunity of the anti-German forces on the 
west to strike a fatal blow. 

Hard fighting on the west front is the answer 
to German exploitation of the East. It has the 
immediate possibilities of decisive results in the 
West and East. Germany’s lust for power may 
be the cause of her undoing.

A thousand times, when the danger of foreign 
aggression has been discussed, it has been insist- 
ed that because of their intelligence and individ- 
ual initiative, our soldiers as citizens of a republic : 
would be found greatly superior to those of any | 
other country. Just as often it has been insisted | 
that these qualities would compensate for a lack | 
of technical military training. But we discover | 
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that in the first draft of our troops between 30,000 | 
and 40,000 men are illiterate and Secretary Lane 
reports that almost as many more are but little 
beyond the line of illiteracy. As the total in the 
draft is given at about 687,000 men, it can be seen 
that the percentage is appalling. 

: Doubtless the greater portion of these illiterates 
and near illiterates are negroes or foreigners. The 
‘figures bring home to us the fact, however, that 
those areas which year after year were shown in 
official reports to have a high ratio of illiteracy | 
presented a national problem, not a mere local 
problem. How much useful service can be ex- 
pected of a soldier who cannot read the army bu!- 
letins and his manual of arms and official orders 
and cannot understand the signals of the signal | 
corps? Before the war a iccruit who could not | 
read. and write was unable to gain admission to |
